Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because two Abstracts are present in the 
application, one dated December 14, 2000 and one dated March 22, 2001. The March 22, 2001 
Abstract complies with requirements; the other does not, being too long. Correction is required. 
See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 61-80 recites the limitation "the user computer" in line 3, page 36 and "user 
computer" at line 7, page 36. There is insuflficient antecedent basis for this Umitation in the 
claim. 

Claims 81-95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. At page 40, lines 6-8, it is recited that the transaction identifier is received fi-om 
the user computer. However, no prior step recites any step where the transaction identifier is 
sent to the user computer. Further, at page 40, Hues 15-20, a verification approval message is 
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transmitted to the user computer containing a verification data string to be used as a confirmation 
verification data string; no use is made of the confirmation verification data string. 

Claims 96-1 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12,.second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. At page 43, Unes 6-8, it is recited that the transaction identifier is 
received fi*om the user computer. However, no prior step recites any step where the transaction 
identifier is sent to the user computer. Further, at page 43, lines 22-28, a verification approval 
message is transmitted to the user computer containing a verification data string to be used as a 
confirmation verification data string; no use is made of the confirmation verification data string. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-60 and 1 1 1-1 13 are allowed.
